Rally for troops 


held on campus

The conflict over USS. 
involvement in Iraq came to 
Sacramento State at a rally in sup- 
port of the troops on May 6 in the 
Library Quad. 

The College Republicans put 
on the event, and members of that 
group and speakers of the event 
said that the rally was meant to be 
nonpartisan. 

Some members of the College 
Republicans said the rally was 
meant to encourage students at 
Sac State to support American 
troops, regardless of their beliefs 
about U.S. involvement in Iraq. 

“This is a nonpartisan event ... 
to show support for the troops,” 
said Josh Meger, a member of the 
College Republicans. “No matter 
what your view on foreign poli- 
cies, it’s important to show sup- 
port for the troops.” 

As the speakers took the stage, 
students from campus organiza- 
tions such as the Muslim Student 
Association and Campus Peace 
Action lined around the water foun- 
tain. 

At first, the students silently 
held signs, which read phrases such 
as “Support the troops, not the 
war,’ and “War is terrorism.” As the 
rally continued, these students

Villanueva will sue CSU for at least $325,000

thousand dollars in loans sound- 

ed like a sweet deal for students who 

were accepted into the California 

State University Forgivable Loans Program 
to pursue their doctorate. 

To a current participant and a former par- 
ticipant, the program’s goal to offer a rare 
educational opportunity and debt repayment 
by teaching at the CSU was clear and its mis- 
sion successful. But one former participant, 
Ricardo Villanueva, said he signed into a 
sour deal, left with tens of thousands of dol-

lars of debt and a track record of dead-end 
attempts to find work. 

Allegations of fraud and misrepresenta- 
tion of information against the CSU will be 
brought forth in the Sacramento Superior 
Court later this year, as Villanueva, a former 
part-time teacher in ethnic studies, English 
and theater at Sacramento State, will sue the 
CSU for at least $325,000. 

Villanueva said that the CSU didn’t fulfill 
its obligations to him as a participant of the 
Forgivable Loans Program, which he said 
would provide him an advantage as a minor- 
ity within the faculty hiring process. He fur- 
ther accuses the CSU of failing to inform 


him that the core mission of the program had 
changed during the 1990s to significantly 
affect his chances for hiring. 

Questions abound throughout the case: 
What exactly is the purpose of the program, 
and did it meet its promises for students and 
fulfill them? 

The Forgivable Loans Program, founded 
in 1987, currently offers loans from lottery 
funds and faculty sponsorship to students 
pursuing doctoral degrees at various univer- 
sities, who are interested in a teaching career 
at a CSU campus.

A University Police offi- 
cer was assaulted by two stu- 
dents on May 4 while follow- 
ing up on two previous cases, 
police officials said.

Lassen Hall to discuss two 
prior cases consisting of bat- 
tery, brandishing a weapon 
and terrorist threats. 
Hamrick said the officer 
escorted Williams back to his 
dorm residence at Sierra 
Hall, where Williams and 19- 
year-old Desirae Wright, who 
was not involved in the prior 
cases, became involved in an 
argument that escalated into 


physical violence. 

At this point, Williams 
proceeded to grab the officer 
around the neck while Wright 
began to kick the officer in 
the upper left thigh and groin 
multiple times, Hamrick said. 

Additional officers were 
dispatched to Sierra Hall for 


backup and both Williams 


and Wright were arrested. 
Williams and Wright were 


arrested for felony battery on 
a police officer, and resisting 
arrest, a misdemeanor. Both 
subjects knew each other 
prior to this event, although it 
is unknown as to what their 
relationship was, Hamrick 
said. 

University Police are not 
releasing the name of the 
officer involved, Hamrick 
said.

California State University, 
Sacramento is often called a 


variety of names such as Sac 


State, or CSUS, but now the 
school is attempting to end the 
confusion by finding a com- 
mon title. 

Students, faculty, staff and 
alumni will have the opportu- 
nity to choose between seven 
name variations for Sac State. 
The choices. are Cal State 
Sacramento, Capital 
University, CSU Sacramento, 
CSUS, Sacramento State (Sac 
State), Sacramento State 
University (Sac State), and 
State Capital University. 
Those voting by paper ballot 
will be given the option of cre- 
ating their own name. 

Ann Reed, a spokeswoman 
for the university, said that 
staff members from the Public 
Affairs Office scanned though 
literature and newspaper arti- 
cles to find these common 
names. Fresno State and 
Sonoma State have both done 
similar surveys. 

Voting will continue until 
the end of the summer. When 
the fall semester arrives, stu- 
dents registering for classes 
will be able to vote on the four 
most popular choices gathered 
during the spring and summer. 

The final decision will only 
change the common name, of 
Sac State but the official name 
of California State University, 
Sacramento will remain the 
same.

“When the (Gonzalez) 
arrived (at Sac State) he 
became very aware that there 
are a bunch of different nick- 
names for this university and it 
came up several times in town 
hall meetings,” Reed said. 

“Having a lot of different 
names for anything can be 
confusing,” Reed said. “There 
are other California State 
Universities that have gone 
through this.” 

Haruko Hasegawa, a stu- 
dent at Sac State, said that 
finding a common name for 
the university is an important 
task.

At the official Web site of 
the California State 
University, the majority of 
schools are listed in similar 
fashion. 

The Web site displays Sac 
State as CSU Sacramento. 
However, a limited number of 
campuses are titled differently 
from the rest. 

Some titles are displayed 
using the name of the school 
followed by the name of the 
state. For example, San 
Diego, San Francisco and San 
Jose all post their names prior 
to the name of the state. 

The State Hornet common- 
ly refers to the university on 
second reference as Sac State. 
The Sacramento Bee has used 
the official title of California 
State University, Sacramento. 

“IT always use California 
State University, Sacramento 
in the first reference,” said 
Lesli Maxwell, a reporter who 
covers higher education for 
The Sacramento Bee. 

A ballot is offered online at 
www.csus.edu/name/ or stu- 
dents and faculty can vote by 
using a form found inside the 
CSUS Bulletin.

John Kincaid, the outreach 
coordinator for Campus Peace 
Action, said that his organiza- 
tion supports the troops.

there in the first place,” Kincaid 
said. 

Associated Students Inc. did 
not vote in favor of sponsoring 
the rally, a decision which Allen 
called a “huge mistake.” 

At the event, Allen encour- 


aged students to donate money 
to pay for postage for a care 
package that the College 
Republicans assembled. The 
care package includes cases of 
food such as Oreos and Slim 
Jims, and a binder filled with 
positive messages from Sac 
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State students. 
Speakers at the rally included 
Bill Stein from the California 
Republican Veterans of 
America, Mike Dougas from the 
College Republicans and 
Sacramento County Chairman 
Rodney Stanhope. _ 
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A fee committee approved a 
plan that will increase the cost 
of room and board in the five 
Sacramento State dorms by 10 
percent each year for the next 
three years. 

Residents will be paying 
$496 more per year. Room and 
board costs for the 2004-05 aca- 
demic year will be $6,474. 

“We are 100 percent self- 
supporting,” said Cynthia 
Cockrill, director of housing and 
residential life. “We receive no 
state funding, which means the 
whole program is run on student 
rent.” 

Student rent pays for every- 
thing from janitorial service to 
administrative salaries, Cockrill 
said. 

The fee committee that 
approved the new plan, which 
was recommended by the 
Housing and Residential Life 
Department, is a university 
committee made up of students, 
faculty and administration. 

Part of the fee increase will 
be put into a reserve for the con- 
struction of on-campus apart- 
ment style housing, though 
Cockrill said the earliest con- 
struction can begin on those 
units is fall 2007. 

“Reserves need to be built up 
in order to begin new projects, 
so part of the money will be set 
aside for that,” Cockrill said. 

Before Desmond Hall, the 
newest of the five dorms, was 
constructed, fees for the 1990- 
91 academic year rose 14 per- 
cent. The only time the fees do 


not increase is during non-build-

ing years, although inflation 
affects the cost as well, Cockrill 
said. 

Despite the rising cost of 
tuition, parking and _ books, 
Cockrill said she has received 
no negative responses from stu- 
dents regarding the dorm fee 
increase. 

Some students, like Chris 
Berry, a resident in Sierra Hall, 
don’t mind the fee increase. 

“Tt doesn’t affect me because 


‘my parents pay for it,” Barry 


said. 
“T don’t know if I'll get to 
use them but I think apartment 


‘style dorms are a good idea. 


They will definitely make living 
on campus easier and maybe 
more fun,” said Carrie Cross, a 
Sutter Hall resident who plans to 
live in the dorms for the three 
years she has left at Sac State. 

Cockrill credited the positive 
response partly to the universi- 
ty’s new president. 

“T think (President Alexander 
Gonzalez) has brought a new 
energy to CSUS, and I think stu- 
dents are feeling the energy in a 
positive way,” Cockrill said. 

Cockrill said the plan for 
apartment style housing is the 
biggest change she has seen in 
Sac State’s residential life since 
she became the director in 1987. 

“We are rebuilding to fit the 
needs of today’s students’ con- 
temporary lifestyle.” 

Currently, there are less than 
1,100 students housed in the 
dorms. The apartment style 
dorms would house up to 4,000- 


5,000 of students.

to doctoral students, up to a total 
of $30,000, according to the CSU 
Web site. Loans are only “forgiv- 
en’ at arate of 20 percent for each 
year of teaching if a participant is 
hired as a full-time professor at the 
CSU. 

Candidates shouldbe able to 
compete for faculty positions 
within a national search. Special 
consideration is given to candi- 
dates whose proposed area of 
study falls where CSU campuses 
see the greatest difficulty in filling 
positions. | 

“The program’s purpose has 
always been to enrich the pipeline 
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of people within the graduate stud- 
ies. When Proposition 209 passed, 
we could no longer consider race 
and gender,” said Maria Santos, 
the program director, during a 
phone interview. She refused to 
answer further questions about the 
program, its change of paupose or 
the court case. 

Proposition 209, passed in 
1996, eliminated affirmative 
action programs in California. 

Steve Bassoff, attorney for 
Villanueva in the case against the 
CSU, said he believes that stu- 
dents like Villanueva truly thought 
that they had a “leg up” in the hir- 
ing process when they decided to 
enter the program. 

“At some point, there was a 
change in what the FLP was trying 
to do. They changed the criteria,” 
Bassoff said. “There is a very 
small number of people who have 
had the loan completed and for- 
given. By changing it, they essen- 


tially changed the rule of the game | 


for them.” 

Villanueva argues that there 
was no question that he would be 
able to get a job within the CSU in 
1990, as a carefully selected appli- 
cant who earned their doctorate. 

“Tf there was even a question, I 
wouldn’t have signed up,” 
Villanueva said. 


The story unravels... 


Villanueva was drawn to the

prospects of teaching at the CSU 
in 1989, when former CSU dean 
of faculty affairs in the 
Chancellor’s office Willliam 
Coffey said in a State Hornet arti- 
cle that 11,000 jobs for professors 
would be opening for the CSU 
within the next 15 years. The CSU 
was also looking to recruit minori- 
ties and women through the 
Forgivable Loans Program. 

Having obtained his master’s 
in theater and humanities at Sac 
State in the “80s, Villanueva kept 
his ties with the faculty and the 
campus, informed by a professor 
of the program and of the future 
need for faculty within the depart- 
ment, Villanueva said he had seen 
a need for minority faculty within 
the department since his days as 
an undergraduate English student 
taking theater classes. 

The program’s objective, 
according to a program overview 
in an application from 1990, was 
“to increase the number of faculty 
members who are ethnic minori- 
ties, women and persons with dis- 
ability in academic fields where 
they are underrepresented in the 
CSU.” 

Part of the acceptance criteria, 
according to the application, was 
that the participant’s academic 
department showed a need for 
minority faculty. The campus 
would have to evaluate any pro- 
gram nominees for their academic 
potential and “potential competi- 
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tiveness” for faculty positions. 

Other program materials stat- 
ed, “Doctoral students ... will 
have reasonable prospects of 
securing faculty employment in 
the CSU and thereby having their 
loans forgiven.” 

A crucial part of the acceptance 
criteria was the plan of support for 
candidates with the department 
and the faculty sponsor — a desig- 
nated mentor for the student while 
they obtained their degree. The 
quality and extent of support 
would help increase that probabil- 
ity that the participant would 
become a faculty member. 

The former teacher for the 
University of San Francisco, 
Sacramento City College, 
University of Iowa and Stanford 
University was accepted for the 
program in 1990, without ever 
contacting his department chair, or 
being contacted by them. He said 
he assumed that his faculty spon- 
sor discussed his educational and 
career plans with the department 
chair and that he would be written 
into a five year hiring plan. 

Villanueva, when accepted to 
the program, said he wasn’t just 
vying to compete with other stu- 


dents for a job; he said he believed 


he had been recuited for the CSU 
faculty due to the lack of Latino 
faculty representation, especially 
after two letters from acting chan- 
cellor Ellis McCune and former 
Dean of Graduate Studies Arthur 
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Williamson were sent to him con- 
gratulating him on his acceptance 
into the “highly competitive’’ pro- 
gram. 

“T had a master’s in theater and 
humanities and a $50,000 a year 
job working for the 
(Environmental _ Protection 
"Agency). I wanted to do some- 
thing noble for students,” said 
Villanueva, a former journalist for 
The Miami Herald. 

Villanueva signed into a loan 
agreement with the CSU for up to 
$30,000. 

“Participation does imply 
recognition by the sponsoring fac- 
ulty member and the department 
of the participant’s high potential 
for faculty status,” the promissory 
note states. The note further clari- 
fied that participation in the pro- 
gram didn’t guarantee a faculty 
position. | 

Villanueva completed his doc- 
torate in 1994 in the theater 
department of the University of 
Leeds, earning the title of doctor 
of philosophy awarded by the 
dutchess of Kent. 

Villanueva immediately began 
applying for jobs within the CSU, 
then started teaching part-time in 
1996 within the theater, ethnic 
studies, English and communica- 
tions studies departments at Sac 
State. 

“You start part-timing, hoping 
something will open up. But you 
start facing the terrible notion that 
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your degree was for nothing. But 
it’s all a dead end,” Villanueva 
said. 

He learned that he was never 
written into the theater department 
plan for hiring. Any attempts to 
gain recognition from the theater 
department chair as a Forgivable 
Loans participant led to nowhere, 
Villanueva said. 

Out of 25 applications, nine 
years after he completed his doc- 
torate, Villanueva only landed one 
interview at San Jose State. He 
was accepted into the faculty 
applicant pool in communications 
studies at Sac State, but never 
heard any response. 

He said he even tried appealing 
to former President Donald Gerth, 
sending a letter requesting that 
Gerth provide him a job. 

“T wanted to exhaust every rea- 
sonableness I could. And I was 
exhausted,” Villanueva said. 

After a letter of rejection from 
graduate dean Bill Wagner, 
Villanueva said the job openings 
within the departments he had 
taught in at Sac State completely 
dried up. 


Filing suit 


Vilanueva started researching 
the various aspects of the FLP pro- 
gram when he said that something 
began to “stink,” filing a lawsuit in 
January 2003 against the CSU. 

He said he learned that in his 
year of acceptance, 133 out of 200 
applicants throughout the CSU 
were accepted into the program. 

“One out of two is not highly 
competitive by any stretch,” 
Villanueva said. 

Bassoff said that the high 
degree of selectivity led one to 
believe they had a high chance of 
being selected once they got into 
the program. 

What Villanueva said shocked 
him the most were the figures of

participants, which didn’t look 
promising: According to the 2003 
Annual Report of the program, out 
of 3,270 applications received 
throughout the 17 years of the pro- 
gram, 1,681 were accepted. About 
620 had completed their doctor- 
ates, and 239 had obtained tenure- 
track positions within the CSU or 
had resigned. About 240 doctorate 


holders had not been employed in — 


the CSU. 

The report further stated that 
42 participants had filed bankrupt- 
cy through June 2003, 25 were in 


hardship or disability deferments 


and 103 were either behind in 
their payments or had made no 
payments. Only 26 people had 
their loan completely forgiven 
through teaching at the CSU. 

“These people are minorities 
and women. These are the people 
they hurt the most,” Villanueva 
said. 

Not only was he not included 
in any hiring plan for the theater 
department, but he said he found 
out that the theater department 
was never contacted for any hiring 
plan or opening of new faculty 
positions. 

“Tf it’s a careful process, they 
would research the candidate and 
the description for how many 
positions are opening up. They 
don’t do that,” Villanueva said. 

He said he was alarmed when, 
during the deposition of Santos in 
July of 2003, was that the purpose 
of the loan program had changed 
after Proposition 209 had passed 
in 1996, essentially barring any 
special consideration of minorities 
for participation in the program. 

Santos, who has served as pro- 
gram coordinator since the early 
‘90s, said in her deposition that the 
purpose of the program had 
changed — how many times, she 
didn’t know. 

Santos clarified to Bassoff dur- 
ing the deposition that the current 


goal of the program was simply to 
increase of the recruitment pool of 
qualified competitors for faculty 
positions in a national search; 
before Proposition 209, race and 
gender could be considered a fac- 


tor for acceptance. 
She said that she didn’t know 
of any institutional support 


Villanueva would receive from 
Sac State or sponsor when 
Villanueva applied into the pro- 
gram, or of any evaluation of the 
probability of his hiring. 

She also admitted that she did- 
n't know about the detailed selec- 
tion criteria for applicants in 1990. 
The selection criteria had also 
changed once under her tenure, 
now a screening for a potential for 
success in a “competitive nation- 
wide search for faculty,” for candi- 
dates to return to teach in their 
speciality. 

The FLP selection committee, 
Santos futher explained in her 
deposition, currently does not call 
an applicant’s campus to assess its 
desire for the applicant to return to 
teach. 

“I don’t know if we go 
through the hiring practices (of the 
different campuses), because that 
would be 23 different hiring prac- 
ticioners ... plus each different 
hiring practice for a department. 
And a campus might have 400 
departments, and each of the 
departments may have something 
different,’ Santos said. 

“We have always, since I’ve 
been in charge of the program, 
explicitly told participants that we 
have very little influence over the 
hiring of faculty on particular 
campuses. Each of our campuses 
is a separate employer, and we 
have no influence,” Santos said.

ethnic studies departments, also 
serving as a former assistant dean 
of students. Completing her doc- 
torate was always part of her aca- 
demic goals, Cameron Wedding 
said. 

“The program made getting a 
doctorate more feasible because I 
had to leave my job,” Cameron 
Wedding said. 

The purpose of the program 
when she was accepted in 1989, as 
she understood, was to increase 
the number of people of color in 
the pipeline in academia in areas 
like women’s studies. 

Having known about the pro- 
gram through her work within the 
CSU, the former sociology and 
ethnic studies teacher at 
Sacramento City College left her 
job at Sac State in 1989, but not 
before “doing her homework” on 
job searches. 

“‘T interviewed with department 
chairs, asking them if my kind of 
degree would be something they 
were looking for ... and how I 
could increase my marketability,” 
Cameron Wedding said. “It 
would be kind of risky to wait 
until after graduation to look for 
faculty positions. It’s a very 
involved process that takes time.” 

After completion of her doc- 


torate in education at UC Santa > 


Barbara, Cameron Wedding 
returned to teach part-time at Sac 
City and Sac State. She was 
offered a faculty pescs half a 
year later. 

“T was perfectly willing to find 
other jobs outside the CSU. I 
made the decision that coming 
back to Sac State was the best 
option,” she said. “In some way, 
there might have been a difference 
between those who have been in 
the CSU and those who haven’t 
been in the system.” 

Cameron Wedding believes 
that the program was beneficial 
throughout the pursuit of her 
doctorate, with the university 
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mentoring her throughout her edu- 
cation. 

“The concept was to ‘grow our 
own’ and support viable people to 
get a degree,” she said, having 
paid off her loan years ago. 

Jessica Gordley, a senior com- 
munications studies student, was 
accepted as a recipient of the loan 
this year. She plans to study at the 
University of North Carolina, 


Chapel Hill, where she’ll pursue a — 


doctorate in communications 
studies and hold a teacher’s assis- 
tant position. 

She heard about the Forgivable 
Loans Program through her par- 
ticipation in the McNairs Scholars 
Program, which preps undergrad- 
uates for post-undergraduate stud- 
ies through rigorous training and 
scholarships. Coordinators of the 
program encouraged her to apply 
for the loan. 

The 25-year-old single mother, 
Sac State Debate Team member, 
and teacher’s assistant for a com- 
munications class applied in 
February to the program with 
Professor Barbara O’Connor in 
the communications _ studies 
department as a sponsor. 

“She made a commitment to 
be the contact point for me 
throughout my years, to tell my 
classes, prepare me, what other 
ways I can network,’ Gordley 
said. 

She said that her understand- 
ing of the purpose of the loan pro- 
gram was two fold: to honor stu- 
dents within the CSU that show an 
aptitude to get a doctorate and to 
give an incentive to students to 
come back to the CSU system. 

“Ideally, I’ll come back to the 
CSU system, but I hope to come 
back to CSUS as a professor,” 
Gordley said. 

Gordley said that she has 
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researched trends in hiring in the 
communications studies depart- 
ment through casual conversa- 
tions with the department chair 
and discussions with O’Connor, 
who sits on hiring committees. 

“Nobody knows clearly what 
(job openings) there will be in five 
years. Normally postings go six 
months to a year before BIGHES = 
Gordley said. 

“I can’t say that I would be 
where I’m going if it wasn’t for 
McNair and the Forgivable Loan. 
Between financial aid and the 
loan, P’ll get to focus on being 
involved in teaching, being on 
committees, that I would not have 
been in otherwise,” Gordley said. 


The case goes on 


After the CSU postponed arbi- 
tration in January of this year, and 
missed a court appearance on the 
second. scheduled date in 
February, the Sacramento County 
Superior Court judge awarded 
Ricardo Villanueva damages of 


$322,000 and costs. 

The award was later rejected, 
as the CSU chose to go to trial. A 
conference to set the trial date is 
set for Oct. 18. 

CSU attorney Dawn Theodora 
said that the CSU system doesn’t 
take an official stand on cases, and 
refused to comment on questions 
regarding the charges brought 
forth by Villanueva. 

Villanueva currently works as 
a boat mechanic, and is looking at 
job prospects in other universities 
outside the CSU. 

“It’s really embarrassing,” 
Vilanueva said. “I have aunts who 
tell me I’m a loser. They say, 
‘How could you get a doctorate 
and not get a job?’ I’m lucky my 
parents aren’t alive so I don’t have 
to explain this to them.” 

Villanueva said that he plans to 
fight the case until the “bitter end.” 

‘The perfect scenario would be 
to find all these people who’ve 
been wronged and bring them into 
the CSU. They’ve ruined these 
people’s lives,” Villanueva said.

| aa week, when The State Hornet recom- 
ended that incoming Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. President Joshua Wood hire Bran- 
don Kline for an ASI executive position, we 
did so with the knowledge that Kline gar- 
nered more than a third of the student vote for 
president. We believed that in 2004-05, his ex- 
perience and ability could go a long way in de- 
fusing the political tensions that afflicted the 
board this year. 

‘The events of the past week may have con- 
firmed our worst suspicions, however — there 
is no way to defuse political tensions on ASI’s 
board, because it amounts to little more than 
an elitist club for self-absorbed, attention- 
starved bureaucrats in training whom, to our 
dismay, are entrusted with $9 million of stu- 
dent money each year. 

In a nutshell, a series of election complaints 
have been lodged. against both Wood’s team 
and Kline’s team. In the most serious allega- 
tion, Executive Vice President runner-up An- 
gel Barajas claims that winner Chris Lange — 
one of Kline’s running mates — supplied at 
least one forged receipt to document his cam- 
paign spending records. 

The evidence is damning, and while Bara- 
jas, Lange and Kline await Friday’s ASI elec- 
tion complaint hearing, Lange has wasted no 
time scrambling to disassociate himself from 
Kline’s record-keeping. Meanwhile, Kline 
has protested that the entire melodrama is the 


result of Barajas’ “sour grapes.” 

But before immersing yourself too deep 
in the details, keep in mind that ASI is noth- 
ing more than a simple student government. 
The organization and its seven-figure budget 
are not the “‘be-all, end-all” that some of its 
slick members so gratuitously debase them- 
selves (and the university) to control. The 
tricks, complaints and all-night election counts 


are an unnecessarily long way to go to balance - 


the distribution of student funds that support 
such essential outlets as the Children’s Cen- 
ter and the CSUS Aquatic Center. 

These particular candidates, some of whom 
this newspaper endorsed in last month’s elec- 
tions, behave no better than the conventional 
career politicians for whom our society ex-

election results were announced at 
4 a.m. on April 29. 

But as you should know by now, 
nothing in ASI is that easy. 

Now Angel Barajas, the only 
red slate executive candidate to lose, 
is filing various complaints against 
Executive Vice President-elect 
Chris Lange — among them, that 
Lange forged an invoice to stay un- 
der campaign spending limits.

raduating in four years isn’t 
urban legend. If I can 
make it in four, anyone can. 


And who wants to be that guy 
who’s a senior for four years any- 
way? Here are some suggestions 
that have worked for me. 

Know your catalog rights and 
general education requirements. 
I’ve found some glitches in my 
schedule that academic advising 
didn’t catch. It’s also important to 
know the shortcuts. English 1B or 
1C at a junior college fills the re- 
quirement for English 20, as well as 
your A3 or C3 general education 
requirement.

When it comes down to it, just 
having that piece of paper is what 
really matters. 

Networking is just as important 
in school as when you get out. Talk- 
ing to other students about what 
classes to take and what teachers 
to avoid is key. They are sometimes 





the best advisers. At the same time, 
make sure you develop a relation- 
ship with one or two teachers you 
like; they can help you make deci- 
sions about your schedule, and I’ ve 
found that when you’re more than 


just a face, you get more attention. — 


Don’t put off that hard class 
you’ve been dreading. The last 
thing you want is to have a heavy 
class load your last semester. I made 
this mistake and it’s not fun — by the 
time you get to the home stretch 
you are not only burned out, but 
find it hard to get the motivation 
needed to do the littlest amount of 
homework. 

It’s also a good idea to maintain 
good grades from the start; you may 
need a little bit of a cushion when 
classes start getting harder. I may 
not have always earned the best 
grades, but I still have a 3.4 GPA. 
Also, make sure to average 15 units 
a semester. Although 12 units do 
qualify as a full load, the numbers 
don’t add up. It will tack on an ex- 
tra year. 

Time management is the biggest 
factor in reaching the finish line. 
I’ve worked 20 to 30 hours, been an 
active sorority member and had a 
ton of fun along the way. It’s al- 
most easier to be productive when 


you have a busy schedule than 
when you don’t have a lot on your 
plate. 


Living with other college stu- 


dents helps. They are on the same 
page as you. It’s nice to have some- 
one you can study with and, of 
course, party with. And you’ ll have 
someone to sympathize with you

initialed the receipt in question and also filled 
out the receipt. 

Janelle Kramer, a freshman criminal justice 
major, said that the T-shirts were a personal 
donation to the campaign. 

Other discrepancies concerning the receipt 
include the fact that the company only provides 
copies; it does not provide services for printing 
leaflets or fliers. Also, the receipt’s invoice 
number is incorrect for the date provided on the 
receipt, and the date itself is incomplete because 
it does not include the year. 

Glen Kramer, who also works for California 
Business Machines, said that another reason the 
receipt is flawed is because it is handwritten. 

‘Handwritten receipts are mostly used with 
services and repairs,’ Glen Kramer said. 
“Ninety-nine percent of the time we use cash 
register receipts.” 

Kline said that he handled the all of the yel- 
low slate’s finances, and that he put his girl- 
friend in charge of keeping track of the receipts. 

The spending reports for the ASI election 
were due at 4:30 p.m. on April 30. Lange said 
that he initially turned his spending report in 
early, but pulled it back out ae talking to 
Kline. 

‘He wanted to double check everything and 
make sure I did everything right because. . .this 
is the first year I have turned in a spending 
report,” Lange said. 

Lange managed his own finances last year 
when he ran for director for the college of busi- 
ness. Since he lost by so many votes, Lange 
said he did not bother turning a spending report 
in. 

Lange said that Kline wanted to turn in a

collective yellow slate spending report. The yel- 
low slate turned in their spending report late, 
because Kline’s girlfriend was in a car accident 
that afternoon. 

“The car was totaled, and the receipts were 
in the car,” Kline said. “We had to drive all 
around town getting duplicate receipts of every- 
thing.” | 

Kline said the receipt from the California 
Business Machines is one of those duplicates. 

Lange said that there would not have been 


any problems with his spending report if Kline 


had not convinced him to take the report back 
out to go over it. 

“He double-checked it and screwed mine 
up,” Lange said. “My spending report 
would’ve never even have been looked at if I 
hadn’t pulled it out.” 

Lange said that while he doesn’t blame 
Kline, he doesn’t trust him. 

‘The only person I have to blame is myself, 
because I trusted the wrong person,’ Lange 
said. “I don’t trust (Kline) with anything that 
could affect my future.” 

- The election complaints will be brought 
before the election complaints committee on 
Friday. This committee will review the evi- 
dence, and decide whether Lange will remain 
in Office. ; 

Pat Worley, the executive director of ASI, 
said that if Lange is removed from his position 
as executive vice president, then that position 
would go to Barajas, who received the next 
highest votes. 

Barajas said he filed the election complaints 
against Lange because he wants the executive 
vice president position.

Hornet track and field held their final home 
meet of the season over the weekend, giving a 
rest to some athletes and a last chance hope to 
others to qualify for the Big Sky Champi- 
onships. 

Sophomore Roshena Duree led the Hornets, 
placing first in both the women’s triple jump 
and the 100-meter hurdles. 

Shot-put was dominated by Sacramento 
State with David Nichols and Geoffrey Fong 
placing second and third, respectively, for the 
men. And for the women, Sabrina Kirkwood 
took first with a throw of 13.10 meters. 

Obi Osuji placed first in the 200-meter dash 
and Brent Sims also won the 400-meter dash. 

Hornet star Brandon Parker has already 
qualified for the Big Sky Championships in the 
100, 200, relay and long jump. He is focused 
on his goals and is determined to retain his 
long jump title at conference. 

However, at the Sacramento State Open 
on Saturday, Parker had other more important 
matters on his mind, such as not losing to his 
younger brother who is still in high school 
and jumping on the heels of his older brother. 

Brandon’s brother, Bryan Parker, is a sen- 
ior at Lincoln High School in Stockton. He, too, 
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has made his mark at Sac State by receiving a 
scholarship as cornerback for the football team. 
And Saturday, Bryan jumped 4 inches short of 
his older brother’s lead mark of 23.8 feet. 

Brandon is not concerned with the mark of 
this past weekend’s jump. 

“There are not a whole lot of athletes out 
here,” Brandon Parker said. “Right now I’m 
just gearing up for conference trying to stay fo- 
cused and not get too tired. 

Brandon jumped a personal best 25.9 feet 
last year at the Big Sky Championships earn- 
ing himself the conference title, as well as 
ranking himself 12th in the nation.

“T usually get a good warm-up right be- 
fore the meet,” Parker said.

If you weren’t able to make it to Las Vegas over spring break’, there is no need 
to worry — you can get a pretty good preview of the desert nightlife*in downtown 
Sacramento. 

The new Empire Club, located on the corner of 15th and R streets, surpasses all 
other nightclubs in Sacramento in every aspect. From live entertainment to the 
VIP lounge, it is the first of its kind here in the River City. 

Empire opened a couple of weeks ago to massive crowds. From the look of the 
line of people wrapped around the block for the first two weekends it was open, I 
concluded I could get a better idea of what the club was about if I waited a while. 
So on a recent Friday night I gathered some friends and decided to brave the line, 
the cover charge and the dress code. The dress code includes no shorts, sandals, bag- 
gy jeans, athletic attire, hats, gang-related clothing or tattoos. Does she mean gang- 
related tattoos or no tattoos, period? 

We showed up around 9:45 p.m. and to our surprise there was no line. The bounc- 
er thoroughly inspected our IDs and asked us a series of questions about our birth 
dates and addresses. Note to fake ID users: this is not the best place to test them out. 
We passed the test, so he let us through the door, at which point we were charged 
a $10 cover. Any cover over $5 is pretty much unheard of in Sacramento, but we 
were too curious to turn back. 

As we headed inside we were in awe of the size and aesthetics of the club. You 
could almost be transported to another place, far away from Sacramento. A num- 
ber of huge screens played clips from Saturday Night Live and random music 
videos.

Touring student directed spanish-only play 
strives to erase negative Chicano stereotypes

Sac State’s first all-Spanish-spoken play proved to 
be a success last Friday evening in the University 
Union. ) 

Over 200 students and faculty crowded the Hinde 
Auditorium to view “La Mano Fea,” (The Ugly Hand.) 
The one-hour play, consisting of five actors and three 
acts, is set in Michoacan, Mexico. | 

Written and produced by KSSU Student Manager 
Rafael Chavez, the play involves the mindset of Mex- 
ican family as they contemplate the “American dream’”’ 
and the prospects of migrating to “El Norte.” The oc- 
casional folkloric tone of the play includes suspense, 
intense drama, tragedy and magical realism. 

Many students have asked Chavez why this play is 
only presented in Spanish.

, Chavez, donated her $1,000 scholarship to the play. Pi- 


cazo-Chavez was awarded a scholarship by the Serna 
Center for her work within the community. She felt that 
doing so would allow her to give to the Latino commu- 
nity. 

Chavez expressed concern that many movies today 
in the Chicano theater depict Hispanics in a negative 
fashion such as involvement in gangs, drug trafficking 
or other criminal activity.

Marcos Sanchez, director of College Assistance 
Migrant Program (CAMP), emphasized CAMP’s work 
to promote and publicize the event throughout the 
campus. Sanchez is also responsible for bringing the 
play to Sac State. 

Chavez hopes to take his play on the road and tour 
Northern California. The play is free to attend. Chavez, 
an undergraduate theater and Spanish major, has been 
contacted by various organizations and schools through- 
out the state who have taken an interest in the play.

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State Hornet writer cycles across country on summer dream vacation

We all have that one trip we want to take — the one 
place we need to see before we die. From before I can 
remember my dream trip has always been to bike 
across the country. 

The idea started because I was looking for a sum- 
mer trip when I was 15 and my Dad jokingly said, 
“Why don’t you just bike cross-country?’ At the time, 
my longest bike ride was 40 miles and I was in no 
way able to get it together in time. I started getting se- 
rious about riding and set a goal to do it before I turned 
20. So three years later I typed, “Bike coast to coast” 
into Google and looked into three programs. A com- 
pany called Cycle America ended up looking the best. 
They carry your bags for you, feed you, give you a rest 
day once a week and even map out the day’s ride. All 
I would have to do is pedal the 4,500 miles from Seat- 
tle to Boston. 

Well, then again, 4,500 miles is really a lot to do and 
there are definitely shorter ways to go about getting 
across the country. Sure, I’d been biking seriously for 
four years and I knew I could ride the distance, but all 
in one hot summer and with a group of people I’ve nev- 
er even met? But for some reason the summer before 
my first year of college I decided to just go for it. This 
decision is, to date, the greatest I ever made. 

I arrived in Seattle on June 16 with my Celeste-col- 
ored Bianchi road bike and a bag full of biking appeal. 
The first thing I noticed about the large group of over 
60 people I was walking towards was that they were all 


smiling with excitement and each and everyone of 


them had the classic cyclist tan lines on their arms and 
legs. I was home and this was the group that became 
my family for the rest of the summer. 

The first week of riding went by fast, mainly because 
everyone was getting to know each other. The one 
question that kept on circulating was, “Why are you rid- 
ing?’ The answers varied but my favorite belonged to 


an older man named Fred Bradshaw, who was on the , 


‘trip as a fund-raiser for breast cancer research. He 
kept a picture taped in the middle of his handlebars of 
his mother Jane who died of breast cancer when he was 
young. 

Six days into the trip we had already ridden across 
Washington. It was then that it hit me ... I was mak- 
ing progress and I’d ridden across a whole state al- 
ready. I was riding well — usually getting in to camp 
early in the afternoon. 

My first trouble shot came at Day 11 when a group 


of riders and I were cruising at 27 mph closely togeth- 
er to beat the head wind, somewhere between Ennis and 
West Yellowstone, Mont. Alan, the man in front of 


me, suddenly stopped, which sent me over my handle- 


bars and straight onto the pavement. I had severe road 
rash on my left face and shoulder. Alan had waved 


down a Cycle America van so that I could clean my- 


self up. We were 15 miles away from camp and it was 
so tempting to take the crew’s advice and take the van 
in but I knew I would be mad with myself for not rid-. 
ing the rest of the day. I picked up my bike and Alan and 
I rode in together. 

Road rash is something that usually looks worse be- 
fore it gets better. The next day I woke up with scrapes 
all over my face and my shoulder was blue and purple 
and inflamed — a pretty scary sight. For the next cou- 
ple of days I was riding slow, finishing late in the day. 
We often stayed in high schools, using its football 
fields to erect our tents. When my friend Alana and I 
were walking out of the locker room in some high 
school in Idaho I saw a sign that read “Pain is just 
weakness leaving your body.” That saying, it became 
my motto for the rest of the trip. The next day my 
friend had taped it to my bicycle so I could read it 
while climbing the Teton Mountains, a 8,600-foot pass. 

It’s weird that such a cheesy slogan pasted to a 
cheerleading locker in Idaho would give me that extra 
strength to continue riding through my pain; but it did. 
In fact, my shoulder and face soon healed and I was 
back to myself again. This allowed me to enjoy the 
Tetons — the most beautiful sight I have ever seen. I re- 


member standing at the top of the summit when my | 


friend Gary, from the United Kingdom, said, “We sure 
do live like Kings, don’t we?” He then got back on his 
bike and sped down the hill at what looked like 50 
miles an hour and probably was. 

I used to think that the most boring place in the 
world was Lodi. That was before I went to South 
Dakota. I knew that in order to see great places like the 
Tetons, I needed to go past some of the bad ones like 
South Dakota. Being from Sacramento, I can handle 
heat. What I can’t take is 100 plus degrees, head wind, 
no trees, and worst of all, red necks with huge pickup 
trucks. People in Middle America hated us bicyclists 
— in bright colors and tight spandex shorts, forced to ride 
on the road with the cars. They honked and screamed 
at us to get off the road. As a man in a gas station in 
Philip told me, “It’s one thing.for you ladies to wear tight 
shorts but you tell your boys out there ll run ’em off 
the road.” We got it — not welcomed in South Dako- 
ta — and biked as fast as could. 


For the most part the people we ran into were ex- 
tremely nice and friendly. Shirley, from “Bud and 
Shirley’s,” a small-town family restaurant, thought we 
were all getting too skinny and fed us.her homemade 
pies from the back of her pickup truck. At home I 
wouldn’t go near a lady giving away pies from the 
back of her pickup, but in this small town there was a 
huge sense of safety that I don’t get at home. 

A horrible realization came when I was in upstate 
New York riding with my friend Erika from the Bay 
Area — we were almost there. We had one week left and 
we'd be in Boston. That Atlantic Ocean was a week 
away and I didn’t want it to end. The people I met had 
become my family and I knew it was all almost over. 

The last day was a 65-mile ride to Gloucester, 


Mass., a small coastal town. The entire group rode to- 
gether and it was a bittersweet end to our long journey. 
I had ridden the entire thing and we had gone through 
every mile together. We had good reason to celebrate 
in Boston for one last night out. The next morning I said 
goodbye to the great people I’d met, boxed my bike and 
took a shuttle to the airport. 

My 62-day bike ride was erased in the four hours it 
took me to get back home. Then next morning I woke 
up at 6 a.m. with a sense of panic. For the first day in 
all of summer, I had nowhere I needed to be. I had zero 
miles to ride and even though I knew-my body need- 
ed a rest, my heart wanted to be out there on my bike 
pedaling.as fast as I could.
